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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant recites that the Norman patent does not 
teach "introducing a first combination of r specimens.... into a homogenizing volume to create a homogenized specimen" and that the 
Norman patent does not teach mixing the specimens. Applicant's claim 1 recites the steps of "(a) preparing a plurality of N fluid 
specimens; (b) introducing a first combination of r specimens wherein r is less than N in to a homgenizing volume to create a 
homogenized specimen." In the instance that N is 2, then r could be 1 as such the disclosure of Norman would and does meet the 
limitation of the claim. The claim does not limit N to being any number to allow for different combinations of r specimens to be achieved. 
As such if r cannot be 1 then N would have to be limited to 3 or more. In this case, no such restriction has been placed on the variables 
therefore the previous rejections of the Final Rejection (Paper No. 5) is hereby maintained.. 
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
